brary and then watching the deal 
with Warner fall through, appar- 
ently because Warner’s insurance 
company would not cover the 
I risks involved. 

Last week, the agent came back 
to Straight Arrow, which had 
been the only American pub- 
lisher willing to risk a contract 
last October. Meredith offered 
Straight Arrow the book, includ- 
ing reprint rights which had 
been the problem in the previous 
negotiations. 

Straight Arrow declined. 
Straight Arrow was going out of 
business, largely because of all 
the time and money that had been 
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
